Mr.  ChairmaD,  Ladies  and,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decemberi,  1954. 
The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory; 
the  resident  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  Gen¬ 
eral  is  28,750,  which  shows  an  increase  of  750  on  that  for 
mid-year  1953.  Both  the  birth  and  death  rates  have  been 
multiplied  by  the  Comparability  Factors  supplied  by  the  Reg¬ 
istrar  General,  and  the  birth  rate  at  22.63  comparing  with  25.35 
in  1953  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wal^  at  15.20; 
and  the  death  rate  at  11.37  compared  with  10.97  for  1953 
is  very  similar  to  the  rate  for  Ehgland  and  Wales  at  11.30. 

There  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age 
and  8  of  these  were  under  4  weeks  of  age;  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  at  33.19,  although  lower  than  that  for  1953, 
is  again  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  25.50. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  1954 ;  the  last  such  death  occurred  in  the  district 
in  1951. 

The  main  -cause  of  death  was  again  heart  disease  (42 
deaths)  followed  by  Cancer  (24  deaths)  and  Vascular  diseases 
of  the  nervous  system  (16  deaths).  There;  was  1  death  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — 2  such  in  1953. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseaseis  were  lower  than  in 
1953,  Chicken  Pox  heading  the  list  with  53  cases,  closely 
followed  by  Pneumonia,  52  cases  with  6  deaths,  and  10  noti¬ 
fications  of  this  disease  in  the  mOnth  of  M'ay  and  19  in  the 
winter  months;  on  the  other  hand  there  were  no  cases  of 
Pneumonia  in  September  and  November.  Measles  were  much 
less  prev  alent  than  in  1953  and  Whooping  Cbugh  showed  rather 
a  higher  incidence  during  the  autumn  months  of  1954.  All 
19  cases  of  Malaria  occurred  in  military  personnel  returned 
from  overseas  service.  Only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  (Par¬ 
alytic)  in  a  soldier  during  September  stationed  at  Catterick 
Camp  and  it  was  considered  likely  that  he  had  been  infected 
outside  this  area ;  he  was,  I  understand,  discharged  from  the 
Army  with  slight  residual  disability. 

In  connection  with  two  cases  of  food  poisoning,  one  a  child 
at  Catterick  Village,  the  other  a  soldier  at  Catterick  Camp, 
vigorous  measures  against  rodents  and  flies  were  undertaken. 

AH  four  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  soldiers  at  Catter¬ 
ick  Camp,  and  in  this  connection  the  all  important  washing 
of  hands  before  handling  foodstuffs  was  impressed  on  all 
concerned. 

The  weather  records  for  1954  showed  one  of  the  wettest 
and  most  sunless  years  recorded. 
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National  Assistiance  Act,  Section  47.  No  court  action  was 
necessary  during  the  year.

All  the  Centres  are  well  attended  by  mothers  and  their 
children,  particularly  at  the  Catterick  Ciamp  Centre,  where 
the  greatest  concentration  of  population  in  the  District  occurs. 


Section  27.  Ambulance  Service.  From  the  1st  January 
to  4th  Julv  1954  this  service  Was  provided  by  the  North  Rid¬ 
ing  County  Council  by  arranglemeint  with  the  St.  John’s  Am¬ 
bulance  Brigade,  who  had  three  vehicles  stationed  at  Richmond 
and,  with  the  Hospital  Car  Servicel  under  the  juidsdiction 
of  the  Women^s  Voluntary  Service.  These  two  services  cov¬ 
ered  the  Richmood  Borough  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  Croft,  Startforth  and  Reeth. 

From  the  5th  July  1954  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  service 
for  the  same  areas  was  nrovided  by  the  County  Cbuncil  from 
the  new  Ambulance  Station  at  Richmond,  which  became 
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operational  on  5tli  July  with  a  staff  of  one  Drilver/Foreman, 
one  Shift  Leader  and  five  Dri vert/ Attendants,  and  with  the 
part-time  assistance  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service. 

Section  28.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

The  work  of  vaccination  and  immunisation,  together  with  the 
advice  spread  bv  those  wwking  in  the  Public  Health  Service, 
Inspectors,  Mid  wives.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officers, 
Doctors  and  Nursesi,  must  all  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the 
general  health  of  the  community.  Free  milk  is  provided  for 
Tuberculous  persons,  on  the  authority  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

Section  29.  Domestic  Help  Service.  This  service  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  arrangement  with  the  North  Riding  Cdunty  Council, 
and  during  1954  36  cases  received  servicel,  the  analysis  and

(d)  Wells  and  Springs  supply  Carkin  &  Forcett;  Moulton, 
New  Forest,  Stamton,  Stanwick,  Uckerby,  and  Walburn.  These 
latter,  with  the  exception  of  Moulton,  are  isolated  properties.
